Nazi Rout In Italy

Two junctures between Russian and American 
forces appeared imminent today, and Hiller’s last 
stand redoubt area was being assaulted by three 
Allied armies on a front of I Mb miles along or across 
the Danube. 
German forces were in confused retreat from 
Italy 
aud 
Sw iss and 
Rome 
reports said 
town 
after tow ii was falling to patriot forces sweeping the 
Germans from the great northwest industrial area. 
A Bern dispatch said Mussolini had arrived at a 
place near the Sw iss frontier. Earlier reports said 
he had tied to Milan as patriots revolted. 
Two American armies were but 41 miles from Munich, 
birthplace of Nazism, which rapidly was being encircled The 
I 
S. Third Army of Gen. Patton bore down from the north 
across the Danube, and LL Gen. Alexander M. Patch's 
Seventh was the same distance away from the northwest. 
Patton was ll miles from Austria and 72 from Hitler’s 
hideout at Berchtesgaden. 
Steel Ring in Berlin Closing 
A juncture of Russian and U. S. Ninth Army troops 
across t he Elbe seemed imminent. Front dispatches said some 
Soviet sheila dropped a mile or two ahead of American lines. 
At the same time other Russians were .surging across 
the skinny waist of Germany to the south, across the Kibe 
and toward the U. S. First Army, as the Russians inside 
Berlin premed a steel drive into the ringed and darning 
capital’s heart. 
Marshal Ivan S. Konev’s First Ukrainians, in a hi-toric 
advance, toppled the west bank fortress city of Riesa on 
tile Fdbe, (0 miles south of Berlin and 22 from last re­ 
ported American positions on the Muide river.

Post-Bloom Sprays for Fruits 


The unusual earliness with which 
spring 
has swept 
northward 
this 
year has rendered difficult the task 
of recommending fruit spray appli­ 
cations For exam ple, the p eial-fall

about the first week in Mas and in
